TAFT DEFENDS 
ARBITRATION 


Carries Fight With Senate Be­ 


fore the People.

Equal to That of the Senate in Mak- 


ingF Treaties W ith Foreign Nations. 
Ocean Grove, N. J., Aug. It*.—Presi­ 
dent Taft made good his intention to 
carry before the people the fight be 
tween himself and the senate commit­ 
tee on ioreign relations to save the 
Anglo-American and Franco-American 
arbitration treaties from the emascu- 
lately amendments which the commit­ 
tee recommended for adoption to the 
senate last week. 
Mr. Taft addressed the Methodist 
camp meeting here. 
His 
audience 
numbered about 8000 people. Governor 
Woodrow Wilson welcomed the presi­ 
dent to New Jersey. He faced squarely 
the criticism directed by the senators 
against the arbitration treaties—that 
they infringed upon the prerogatives 
of the senate and limited their treaty 
making power. He advanced the power 
of the executive in this regard as 
equal to that of the senate, and said 
that the senate should give Its pledge 
equally with the executive to secure 
the peaceful settlement of disputes. 
The amendment 
which the senate 
committee has voted to add, he de­ 
clared, was not an amendment in fact, 
but was a vote to continue the uego 
tint ions by suggesting another form of 
treaty to be considered. 
Among other things he said: “The 
powers of the senate, as well as those 
of the executive, are all derived from 
the people. Neither is more sacred 
than the other. I am the last person 
to minimize the Importance of the 
senate's retaining 
its 
constitutional 
powers, and of Its refusing to abdicate 
any 
function which that instrument 
give* it. 
I think its sensitiveness In 
regard to its power ought to he re 
spot ted and not criticised or male 
light of. 
“Still, if the senate, or any m enders 
of it, should think that Its powers are 
greater or less than they are, and the 
limitations they insist upon interfere 
with progress toward peace, or any 
other great national or international 
policy, the question whether they are 
right or not must ultimately be re 
furred ba* k to the people whose rep 
resentatlves the members of the sen 
ate are, tor we all. as I say, have de­ 
rived our powers from the people ae 
the ultimate source of power and In­ 
c r e a s e of disagreement 
the 
proper 
place for a discussion of such an issue 
is before the people The cause is suf­ 
ficiently great to warrant the straining 
of effort to secure treaties like these 
which make for international peace. 
It is said that we are asking the 
senate, in consenting to the ratifica­ 
tion of these Beatles, to abdicate some 
of their functions. 
I confess I follow 
this claim with very little sympathy 
or acquiescence 
The senate Is part 
of the treaty making power of the 
country. 
“I have no desire to minimize in 
the slightest degree the Importance of 
the senate as pail of the treaty mak 
ing power But when the prerogatives 
of the senate are spoken of, the term 
prerogatives does not make the power 
which it intends the senate to have 
anc m<>!*- sacred than the power of the 
executive in respect to the same sub­ 
ject matter. 
“I had hoped that the treaties when 
submitted to the senate would meet 
with 
early ratification and concur­ 
rence 
In thib I have been dlsap|»oint 
cd. hut I do not wish to be put In an 
attitude of expressing impatience at a 
proper deliberation by the senate on 
matters of so great 
Importance as 
this." 
Mi 
Taft then defended Ms course 
in proceeding with the negotiating 
of the treaties without lasing the sen 
ate into his confi.denee. 
This 
has 
aroused considerable ill feeling in the 
senate.

ATWOOD AT ELKHART, 


DOES IOO MILES 


He Accomplishes 
Flight In 


Two Hours 


Elkhart, iud , Aug 16.—Harry N. At­ 
wood, the aviator who is attempting 
a dight from St. Louis to Boston, via 
Chicago, reached this city after an air 
trip of approximately IOO miles 
in 
about two hours. 
A large crowd greeted Atwood as 
he lauded in Elkhart, and be reported 
no trouble in the dight from Chicago. 
Within five minutes the flyer had 
disappeared in the smoke which hang* 
over the steel manufacturing city of 
South Chicago. 
Owing to a dispute over money, At­ 
wood circ led the field only once In­ 
stead of four times, as had been ex­ 
pected, and the squadron of aeroplanes 
whit h wa* to have escorted him on 
the first few miles of his trip remained 
at the aerodrome. 
Atwood passed over Bouth Chicago 
eleven miles from the aviation field, 
fiyl.ig a mile a minute at an altitude of 
3)0 feet. 
Atwood 
passed South Bend, Ind., 
dying at a speed of forty five miles an 
hour. At that city the aviator over­ 
hauled a Chicago-New York express 
train, which 
left 
Chicago an bour 
ahead of him. 
South Bend is eighty- 
six miles from 
Chicago and fifteen 
miles from Elkhart. 


TO SAVE $9,000,000 A YEAR 


Hitchcock Urges New Plan For Com­ 
pensation of Carrying Mails. 
Washington, Aug. 16.— Radical ra- 
adjustrnent of the methods of comput­ 
ing the pax of railways for transport­ 
ing th** mails, which will effect an an­ 
nual saving of approximately $9,000,- 
OOO, was recommended to congress by 
Postmaster General Hitchcock.

Washington, Aug. 16.—Branding the 
recall of the judiciary “legalized ter j 
rorism,” President Taft threw down 
the gauntlet to congress by vetoing the 
resolution for the admission of Ari­ 
zona and New Mexico as states of the 
Union. 
Now w ill come the crucial test of 
strength In the effort that 
w ill be 
made to pass the measure over the 
veto of the president and to admit the 
two territories despite executive dis 
approval. 
It is believed that this effort will be 
successful, so far as the house is con­ 
cerned, but the Republican leaders de­ 
clare that the requisite 
two-thirds 
vote will not be forthcoming in the 
senate. 
The message was read to the house 
amid silence. 
Then a storm of ap­ 
plause 
broke 
from the Republican 
side. The Democrats remained silent. 
The message was referred to the ter­ 
ritories committee. 
The motion was made by Represen­ 
tative Flood, chairman of the com­ 
mittee on territories. He declared the 
veto would receive Immediate consid­ 
eration and would be reported back 
so that congress might “express its 
convictions about this great matter.” 
Although the message did not go to 
the senate, the statehood measure, 
having originated in the house, a res­ 
olution providing for the admission of 
New Mexico and Arizona, in accord 
anre with Hie wishes 
of 
President 
Taft as to the recall of Judges, was 
introduced 
by 
Senator 
Smith, 
of 
Michigan. The resolution would make 
obligatory the elimination of the re­ 
call feature of Hie Arizona constitu­ 
tion. 
Mr. Smith has called a special meet- 
trig of the senate territories commit­ 
tee, of which he is chairman, to con­ 
sider hi* bill, which was Introduced 
following a conference be had with 
President Taft. 
Mr. Smith expressed the view that, 
even though an attempt to pass the 
statehood bill over the president's veto 
should fail, there still was a good 
chance of statehood legislation at this 
session. 
The president's reason for exercis­ 
ing the power of veto is based on bls 
thorough disapproval of the recall of 
judges clause In the Arizona conititu- 
Hon The fact that statehood for New 
Mexico is bound up with that for Ari­ 
zona, meted out to her the same fate, 
and neither territory can come into 
the Union at thta time unless friends 
of the joint resolution can muster the 
two thirds vote necessary to overrule 
the veto. 
The president does not spare word* 
in condemning the recall feature of 
the Arizona constitution, which would 
operate against all elective officers of 
Arizona, including 
both county and 
state judges. 
“This provision of the Arizona con­ 
stitution.” the president says, “In Its 
application to county and state Judges 
seems to me so pernicious in Its ef­ 
fect, so destructive of Independence in 
the Judiciary, so likely to subject the 
rights of the individual to the possible 
tyranny of a popular majority, and, 
therefore, to be so injurious to the 
cause of free government that I must 
disapprove a constitution containing 
I t ” 
Much of the message Is devoted to 
a discussion of the functions of the 
courts under the constitution. 
The 
president dwells at length on the ne­ 
cessity for freeing the judiciary as 
much as possible from politicians or 
popular influence. 
Referring to the recall provision, he 
asks: 
“Could there be a system more In­ 
geniously devised to subject Judgns to 
momentary gusts of popular passion 
than this?”

E W aviators will admit that 
they have any fear In Hying 
Yet I venture to assert that 
there isn't a man using an 
aeroplane today who does not feel a 
sinking sensation either in * before 
he mounts his seat or shortly after 
ward or many times after he gets 
well Into the air. 


The late Ralph Johnstone exhibited 
less fear than any man I have ever 
known, yet ho admitted to me that he 
frequently found himself on tile verge 
of panic while performing some of his 
most dangerous evolutions. 
He. how 
ever, was the type of man who kept 
absolute control of himself, aud lie 
never allowed this feeling the upper 
baud. 
He unconsciously 
ll unrated 
tills power of control when shortly Ie* 
fore his unfortunate end he told me 
one day of a plan he had of flinting a 
back somersault In the air 
“ I want to get up about 5,000 feet,” 
be said, drawing a diagram on a piece 


Up and up he climbs, and soon be 
enters the region of the clouds 
He 
seems to la* whizzing through an Im 
tnense void with neither sides nor top 
nor bottom, and the unreality of it all 
and the immensity of it oppress him 
and the nerves begin their unpleasant 
little tremors that tell of approaching 
fear 
Then nlmro the clouds he bursts 
into Hie glaring, brilliant sunlight, and 
here again lie meets conditions that 
Increase Hie nerve tremors. 
Sudden 
gusts of wind catch him. 
They are 
quick and dangerous Just aleive the 
clouds on a sunshiny day. and they 
give no warning of their approach, so 
lf means every faculty on edge to pre­ 
pare for all kinds o f contingencies, 
ami the strain begins to tell. 
So one 
grits one’s teeth aud sits tighter and 


looks to the whirling propeller or the 
anemometer or anything to take one s 
mind off the loneliness and the vast 
ness and his own impudence in com­ 
ing up so high into a region in which 
he has no rights. 


When ^ear Laughs at You. 
T P near the top of the climb, when 
the last few mad minutes of plunging 
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of paper. 
"Then I

somersault. The machine will go back­ 
ward a certain distance until it loses 
the support of Hie air.

parachute Jumping and then he took 
to the aeroplane 
No one in watching 
him would think that he knew 
the 
meaning of the wold fear. Vet a friend 
of mine once asked him lf he ever felt 
nervous, aud he replied: 
“ Starts! to death every time I take 
my seat. 
Some day* my met* hun tea 
have to shove me on to the machine 
Then. when I get her started. I urn all 
right and the fear vanishes. 
But I am 
a baby until I hear the motor going.*’ 


Different Forms of Fear. 


Borne men feel their greatest fear at 
the thought of the engine stopping 
suddenly and without warning. I have 
never been troubled by this, though I 
have had it happen to me several 
times. 
Each time, however. I man 
aged to get down safely, and I have 
always felt that there was a good 
chance In favor of the aviator if he 
keei>s his bead and takes as gradual a 
slant downward as is needed to give 
him control of ids machine. 
I know several men. though, who 
have never got over their nervousness 
at the thought of volplaning, ms they 
term coasting down without power. 
The slightest sound in the engine that 
hints of trouble puts them in the same 
panic that the thought of the tail of 
my aeroplane puts me when I am out 
for altitude records.

A Flight of Torture. 
But once In awhile we do get caught 
uuder circumstance* that make dying 
a long continued torture, aud one of 
these times that I shall never forget 
occurred to me during the meet at 
Lanark, Scotland, a day or two liefore 
I made the world's altitude record.

the framework of the rib was covered 
iud which gives the supporting sur­ 
face of an aeroplane.

Witnesses Say Coatesville Policeman 


W as In Forefront of the Lynchers. 


Many Prominent Men Involved. 


Coatesville. Pa., Aug. 16. — Confer 
Sion* w **re obtained I rom five of the 
men who participated in the lynching 
on Sunday night, when Zuck Walker, 
the negro who murdered Edgar Rice 
a watchman, was burned to death. 
Furthermore, tile confessions impli­ 
cate other leaders in the mob, and the 
assertion is made by the Ave that they 
can bring incontrovertible proof as to 
the identity of many people who took 
active jmrt in the brutal crime. 
Men 
prominent in business and politics in 
the town are among those named by 
them. 
Though warrants already have been 
sworn out for the arrest of the ring 
leaden* of 
the 
lynchers, Robert 8 
Gawthlop. district attorney of Chester 
county, says that no person will be 
taken iuio custody until after Rices 
funeral. 
"M any of 
the leading 
citizens of 
Coatesville,” said Mr. Gawthrop, "have 
begged that no hasty aition be taken. 
as with the present inflamed condition 
of the public mind, another and more 
serious uprising might easily follow. 
"W e have examined 
twelve 
wit­ 
nesses and 
have had unexpected suc­ 
cess. 
The 
men who confessed said 
they 
w ere 
sorry for what they had 
done, und asked to !k> treated as len­ 
iently us p o ssib le . They deelared that 
they had no idea when the mob of 
which they 
were members marched 
to the hospital that anything serious 
would result.” 
The officials, including the district 
attorney ami the county detective, K 
I). Jeffries, left police headquarters in 
a motor car They were preceded by 
Captain Wilhelm, of Troop C. state 
constabulary. 
They headed 
towards the Newlln 
farm, a mile out of town, where W alk 
er was burned to death after being 
dragged from the Coatesville hospital, 
where he was being treated for a pis 
tut wound in the mouth, reeeived when 
he attempted suicide on his capture 
for the murder of Rice. 
Town is Excited. 
The news spread that the official* 
were 
beginning 
their 
campaign 
to 
bring to book the perpetrators of what 


ail Coatesville now realizes was an 
outrage against law and order ami an 
act certain to put a blot on tile good 
name of the town. 
People 
flocked 
from stores and dwellings looking CU 
riously atter the speeding motor car, 
aud the idle and curious rustled in the 
direction the police had taken 
It was then known that a message 
had been received at the Coatesville 
polhe station from the office ut John 
c. Hell, the attorney general. Distill t 
Attorney Gawthrop called up the office 
of Mr Hell on the long distance tele 
phone aud spoke personally with him 
Mr. Bell asked 
Mr. Gawthrop how 
things were going, aud the Hie district 
attorney replied that 
five warrants 
had already been obtained for tile ar­ 
rest of the men who burned W alker I 
at tile stake. 
Then Mr. Gawthrop went into con 
ference with Captain Wilhelm, whose 
troop, Troop C. of Pottsville, arrived 
in Coatesville, and with Chief of Po­ 
lice Ifnistead, of Coatescllle; Sheriff 
Golder, Chief of Police Jeffries, of j 
West Chester, and other officials who 
are trying to obtain the names of the 
riot leaders. 
It was after this 
conference that ; 
Captain Wilhelm and a private started 
toward the scene of the crime. 
The 
troopers were followed by the motor 
car, containing all of the officials, with 
the exception of Sheriff Golder, who 
remained at tile police station to carry 
out the plans that had been mapped 
out for him. 
At this time several of the mounted 
policemen were patrolling that section 
of Coatesville where the Iron mills are 
located, It is believed that some of the 
men who instigated the lynching of 
W alker are employed in the mills and 
that the police are keeping them un 
der surveillance. 
When the arrests are 
made 
the 
prisoners will not tie taken lo the 
Coatesville jail. 
Threats have been 
made openly to remove any white niun 
from the lockup who is arrested for 
having participated in the lynching 
The men will be whisked to the conn 
ty prison in West Chester in motor 
cars as soon as they are taken into 
custody. 
A m e m b e r of the Coatesville police 
force is declared to have been one of 
the leaders of the mob which burned 
Walker. 
The Information Im-riiuinating the 
policeman leaked out 
from 
police 
headquarters, where the Chester coun­ 
ty authorities held a conference, put­ 
ting s e v e ra l men through the "third 
degree" to obtain what evidence they 
had concerning the identity of the mob 
leaders. 
The information against Hie police­ 
man, whose 
name lias so far been 
withheld, was given, it is said, by a 
nurse at the Coatesville hospital, who 
recognized him despite his disguise 
Like the rest of Hie lynch leaders, lie 
Wore a mask, but the nurse kuew bis 
Voice.
